Possibly  color  was  its  chief 
claim  to  popularity  for  the  old  types  were  only 
known  in  twro  or  three  shades  of  blue,  and  blue  has 
always  been  a “WANTED”  color  to  create  harmony 
in  the  border,  and  a color  that  was  far  too  scarce  to 
fill  the  demand  for  it. 

The  exceptionally  meritorious  and  expert  work  of 
experienced  growers  and  hybridists  has  now  furnished 
us  with  a wonderful  range  of  colors  and  giant  types, 
that  practically  bear  no  resemblance  to  the  parent 
types  either  in  color,  form  or  size.

3 — 4 foot  is  flower  spike.
